The success of our services is due to a wonderful partnership of board 
and staff that has nurtured the atmosphere in our organization to step out to 
meet new challenges. With the completion of our re-organization/consolidation 
that we started almost four years ago, we should be in a good position to meet 
the challenges of the future.

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ATHLETIC REPORT 


The past year in athletics witnessed the sophomore year of two highly 
successful programs. 


Once again the Boys’ and Girls’ Club entered a team in the Hamilton 
Basketball Association. It is our policy to fund the registration fee for the 
participants of this program. These boys, aged 13 to 15 years would not be able 
to participate without our sponsorship due to financial restrictions. Building on 
the success of last season, the boys were proud to boast a record of six wins, 
two losses at the Christmas Break. 


Our Adult Co-ed Volleyball league also returned for a second highly 
successtfu! season. During the past two years this league has been instrumental 
in providing our gym program with exposure among the adults within our 
community. Sixty men and women, most of whom were not aware of the existence 
of this facility, put on their Kiwanis Volleyball T Shirt once a week to join the 
fun. Our new members are eagerly awaiting the return of this league next 
season. 


Our Parent Steering Committee succeeded in improving upon the previous 
years success in baseball. Over 170 children participated in Kiwanis T-Ball and 
Three Pitch last year. This viable program was once again able to complete the 
season with a surplus of funds, while still providing quality, low cost recreation 
to the children in our community. 


Innovative night time programming, such as Remote Control Car Racing have 
allowed us to keep the "Nintendo Generation" interested in gym activities. In

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PARENT-CHILD RESOURCE CENTRE 


1991 was an extremely busy year for both the Drop-In and Moms Group 
programs. J] believe the economic climate contributed to the the increase in the 
attendance of the programs. In particular the Moms Group registrations were so 
overwhelming we were having a difficult time accomodating everyone, to address 
this problem we set up an intake procedure to determine who was most in need 
of this service. The intake process has also assisted staff in developing 
programs to address individual needs of the clients. In the past year we have 
noticed many of our clients were on social assistance, accessing food banks and 
having a difficult time feeding themselves and their children nutritiously. In 
response to this, we have been providing a large snack consisting of meat, 
cheese, fruits and juice to both the adults and the children. 


During 1991, our drop-in program attracted many informal caregivers and 
to educate them on child care issues, we have been providing weekly workshops 
on topics they have suggested. Many parents are placing their children in 
unlicensed home day care programs therefore, it is important for us to educate 
and provide resources to these child care providers.

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SOCIAL AND LEISURE ACTIVITIES 


The Hamilton Fast Kiwanis Boys and Girls Club is open daily afterschool and 
in the evenings. Afterschool programs run from 3:00 to 5:00 pm and members can 
participate in whatever room appeals to them. The evening programs run from 
6:00 to 8:00 pm for those 12 and under and 8:00 to 10:00 pm for those 13 years 
and older. During these evening hours children can participate in a number of 
activities which include arts and crafts, woodworking, ceramics, cooking and free 
play in both the computer room and gamesroom. 


One of our most popular rooms is the computer room. This room has 
expanded from two video games and one computer to four Nintendo games, two 
Atari games, one Intellevision game, one Colecovision game and seven computers. 
Special programs offered throughout the year in the computer room included 
animation, music studio production, video production and computer programming. 
Due to the great interest in the room and the abundance of facilities we have 
outgrown the room. 


On Saturdays, members have the opportunity to participate in judo and 
dance classess. Both programs are running strong.

Group. This group helps the younger members of the club by running 
fundraisers and providing special events. One of our most popular events run 
by the teens is our monthly dance. 


Not only do we provide the members of the club with a variety of programs

This more than anything else contributes to 
the success of our programs.

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SPECIAL PROGRAMS 


During 1991 the Club hosted many special programs which were highly 
attended. 


The 1991 March Break program was very popular. The Club was open 
between 9:00 am and 5:00 pm. The times of operation are very appropriate for 
working parents. Many special events took place during this week: eg. Jello 
Wrestling, the making of a Video, Comedians and a Talent Show. Our March Break 
program is becoming very popular. There is a tremendous amount of children 
in the facility daily during the week. I salute the staff for the great effort in 
co-ordinating that amount of children. 


Sizzling Summer Day Camp offered four; two week sessions during the 
school summer holidays. Each year our camp seems to expand in numbers and 
this year was no different. The Day Camp is now handling 130 children per 
session (plus 15 per session for our preschool.) The expansion continues to be 
necessary to accomodate requests. Our Day Camp remained $65.00 per session, 
we continue to be the most inexpensive Day Camp in the City. It 1s the desire 
of the Hamilton East Kiwanis Boys’ and Girls’ Club that all children in our 
community have the opportunity to participate in our program, regardless of his 
or her financial status. Our program offers Sponsorships or financial aid to 
families that cannot pay the camp fee. We are able to do this thanks to funding 
from the Spectator Fund and our own "Send A Kid To Camp" campaign. The 
Summer Day Camp also offers One-On-One Counselling to children with special 
needs, and an educational program (Counsellor In Training) for teens. 


This was the second year that the Halloween Haunted House expanded to 
cover the entire gymnasium floor. The Haunted House is the Clubs largest single 
event of the year. The House was open for two days - October 29 and 30th. We 
elected not to open Halloween night because of the small turnout. A total of 1780 
people came through the Haunted House in the two days. A donation was taken 
at the door and that money was donated to the United Way. The Club hosted a 
VIP tour which gave an opportunity for Board of Directors, Donors, Service Club 
members and their families to view the Haunted House. We are forced to expand 
the Haunted House so we can safely handle the large crowds. 


Once again with a large donation of toys from Doug Lamb (Judo Club) each 
child received a gift from Santa at our 1991 Christmas Party. The Childrens 
Christmas Party took place Saturday, December 17th with 300 children in 
attendance. Thanks to Tim Hortons each child also received a donut and orange 
drink. The entertainment for the evening was our own dance classes which put 
on an excellent show. 


I would like to commend the 1991 staff and volunteers for their 
extraordinary efforts in making these Special Programs successful.
